Berlin—(NC)—Aroused by the 
erseverance of Catholics in the 
oviet zone ot occupation not to 
condone any further encroachment 
on the realm of their Faith, the 
communist-dominated Volksrat, .r 
diet, of the state of Brandenburg is 
considering a law whereby church- 
es would be confined in their ac- 
tivities to “the church proper.” 

Should this become law, it 
would mean total elimination of 
the meager remnants of Catholic 
Action in this diocese. It might 
also became a pattern for neigh- 
boring regions, if not the whole 
Soviet zone in Germany, which now 
has an estimated total of 2,000,- 
000 Catholics.

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Polish Reds Expand A 


Both Medical 
And Episcopal 
Approval Given 


Sight Restored To 
Blind Child, Woman 
Cured Of Cancer 


Paris—(NC)~—Two miracles at 
urdes have received both medi- 
cal and episcopal recognition. 


The cure of a blind and para- 
lyzed four-year-old child, Francis 
Pascal, has been officially proclaim- 
ed by the Bureau of Medical In- 
quiry at Lourdes. At the same 
time Archbishop Charles de Pro- 
vencheres of Aix-en-Provence has 
declared the cure of a miraculous 
nature. 


_ The cure of Francis took place 
in 1938, but the war delayed in- 
quiry into it. A native of the 
town of Beaucaire in Provence in 
southern France, Francis was 
stricken with meningitus in 1937. 
It left him blind and paralyzed his 
arms and legs. 


In August of 1938, after several 
baths at Lourdes, his mother was 
carrying him away from the pool, 
when he suddenly pointed a finger 
at a tricycle on the esplande. He 
began to see clearly objects that 
were handed to him. Back home 
at Beaucaire he learned to walk. 
His doctors said that his vision 
was normal and that there was no 
trace of paralysis. 


The doctors made a statement to 
the canonical commission of Aix, 
saying that the cure was beyond 
medical explanation. 


The Journal of the Grotto of 
Lourdes has published a medical 
report proclaiming the incontest- 
able miraculous cure of a 45-year- 
old woman, Mme. Rose Martin of 
Nice. From November, 1945, 
Madame Martin had suffered from 
cancer of the throat. She had 
been operated: twice without surc- 
cess in February and October, 1946, 
in a Nice hospital. In April, 1947, 
the questi of a new operation 
arose, The surgeons decided 
against it because of the general 
state of the invalid, which seemed 
to leave no hope. After that she 
was treated only with morphine. 


On June 30, 1947, Mme. Martin 
was taken to Lourdes in a very 
weak physical condition, She was 
nearly in a coma. She was able to 
make the trip only because she 
was given numerous injections of 
camphor. 


After her third bath in the pool 
at Lourdes she stated that she 
felt a definite improvement in her 
condition. That very evening she 
was able to get up herself. She 
felt no more pain and recovered 
her appetite. On her return to 
Nice, she was examined by her 
surgeon who declared that the ill- 
ness from which she had suffered 
had disappeared. 

In the past eight months, Mme. 
Martin has regained 50 pounds and 
she now leads an active life. A 
decree of Bishop Paul Remond of 
Nice has proclaimed the miracu- 
lous character of the cure.

Canonists State

Office, which is headed by the 
Pope and charged by Canon Law 
with guarding the teaching: of 
faith and morals, was in the form 
of answers to four questions 
brought before it. These answers 
specified that (1) it is not lawful 
“to enroll in or show favor to the 
Communist party,”” (2) it is not 
lawful to publish, disseminate, 
write in, or read publications sup- 
porting communist doctrine and 
practice, (3) those knowingly and 
freely guilty of above acts may

The canonical ‘experts. here 
characterize the declaration as a 
“theologico - pastoral” regulation, 
not a strictly juridica} one. In ex- 
planation, they refer to the fact, 
unusual in juridical legal practice, 
that the decree also includes ex- 
planations or reasons for its rul- 
ings. Instead of restricting itself 
to giving a general, universal rul- 
ing in answer to the first question, 
“whether it is lawful to enroll in or 
show favor to the Communist 
party,” the decree also cites a 
basic reason, namely that “com- 
munism is materialistic and anti- 
Christian.” : 
Another aspect stressed by th 
experts here is the use of the 
words “knowingly and freely” in 
the third question. Through these 
words, they point out, some pro- 
vision is made for considering such 
circumstances as intimidation or

However, they declare, the main 
purpose of the regulations is to 
present clearly the situation, to 
remove ignorance as an excuse, 
and to bring people definitely. to 
their serises. Profession. of . the 
Catholic Faith, they say, implies 
some sacrifice, it requires taking 
a definite stand in the face of 
difficulties. Excuses, while avail- 
able if needed, are not to be taken 
as a general, but an exceptional 
thing. , 

In this connection, some experts 
saw .some parallel with the 
earliest days of the Church when, 
in times of persecution, those who 
weakened or apostatized incurred 
severe, extensive, public penance— 
even though their apostasy had 
come in the face of the ordeal of 
martyrdom. 


While, generally speaking, there 
is more clemency in our days, these 
experts say, the purpose of the 
decree remains the clarification and 
determination of the true duty and 
position of Christians.

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They Are Traitors To Christ's Kin 
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Editors’ Chat 
With Readers 


Dear Readers: 


Ages weeks ago Rev. John J. 
Q’Brien, of Notre Dame, ob- 
served that the Catholic clergy 
ig not making use of the mem- 
bership of the strong lay or- 
ganizations they have for the 
promotion of religion, morality 
and the winning of converts to 
the faith. He noted, for in- 
stance, that if only one out of 
four among the 4,000,000 mem- 
bers of the Holy Name Society 
succeeded’ in winning one con- 
vert each year, the sum total 
would be 1,000,000 every year. 


This organization is entirely 
spiritual, but every member 
seems to act on the theory that 
the Society is intended for his 
own sanctification through rev- 
erence for the name of God, of 
Jesus, and of everything sac- 
red, by abstaining from the use 
of profanity and by receiving 
Holy Communion in a body once 
amonth. But why should he not 
try to acquaint his non-Catholic 
relatives and friends with his 
_ religion which is flagrantly mis- 
represented in sectarian litera- 
ture as well as in the pulpits of 
churches, in Sunday Schools, 
and concerning which a united 
front among all the forces of 
disorder in the United States 
are striving to poison the minds 
of the American people?

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Excommunication Means. Withdrawal Of Citizenship In It 


T HREE times during the last several months, Pope Pius XII/ 


has deemed it advisable to serve a notice of excommunication 
on Catholics who belong to the Communist Party, or who, holding 
power in Communist-dominated countries, work with the anti- 
religious program of the Communist Regime. Those who criticize 
the Pope for this should also criticize every govertiment in the 
world for its attitude towards treason. 

In nearly every nation one who is guilty of treason in the 
civil sense is put to death or sent to prison. In all countries at 
least his citizenship is withdrawn from him. 

That is what excommunication in the religious sense is. One 
who joins a movement which is directed against God and Christ 
certainly does not deserve to hold citizenship in the Kingdom of 
God on earth. He is not murdered as he would be in Russia or any 
of the Communist-controlled satellite states, nor is he sentenced to 
prison, but notice is served on him that he no longer. holds citizen- 
ship in the Church of Christ, because he has betrayed Christ, has 
been guilty of treason. On repentance and a return to Christ’s 
allegiance, his citizenship will be restored. 

Therefore the Rev. Oswald Hoffman, Director of Public Re- 
lations of the Lutheran Church, Missouri Synod, did not reason 
correctly when he said, as he is quoted by the Religious News Ser- 
vice as saying: 

“The Lutheran Church is well known for its stand against 
Communism and its atheistic teachings. There will, however, be 
no mass excommunications of Communists from the Lutheran 
Church, since Lutherans regard excommunication as a sacred act 
between the Church and each individual soul.” 

In fact we do not know quite what the Reverend gentleman 
means when he says: “The Lutherans regard excommunication as 
a sacred act between the Church and each individual soul.’ 

No Christian Church, whether the Catholic, the Lutheran, or 
any other, can regard the Communist in any other light than as a 
traitor to God and to Christ—if Communism is atheistic and anti- 
Christian. 

The same Lutheran Synod forbids its members to become 
members of the Masonié Order, even though Scottish Rite Free- 
masons are expected to profess belief in some kind of a God, and 


even though they need not necessarily lend themselves, as the 
Communist, to persecution of Christ or His Church. 


You Can’t Be Both 


While it is very true that many people are misled by Commun- 
ist leaders into believing that one can be both a follower of 
Christ and a Communist, it is necessary to undeceive them in this 
particular matter, because they can do much more harm in the 
Communist Party among believers than could the professed 
atheist. 

In Czechoslovakia, for instance, the Communists themselves 
instituted a “Catholic Action” movement. This was evidently to 
deceive the people, and to obtain new recruits under false pre- 
tenses. 

Excommunicatijon in the Catholic Church is intended to be 
remedial and not purely punitive. 

Dr. Hoffman is quoted as closing his observations with these 
words: 

“Only a mighty movement of individual Christians believing 
in Jesus Christ as their personal Savior can accomplish what the 
Pope apparently is trying to bring about through ecclesiastical 
edict.” 

Now “Catholic Action,” as an ecclesiastical movement, is in- 
tended for this very thing. Every Catholic has committed himself 
to take Christ as His personal Savior and not only through the 
ceremonies of Baptism and Confirmation. That is the significance 
of attendance at Mass, of the reception of the Holy Eucharist, of 
visits to the Blessed Sacrament, for which Catholic churches are 
always open; devotion to the Sacred Heart, which signifies a 
pledge of reciprocity to Jesus, the Savior of love for love. Christ’s 
words are very clear in this respect. If He declared a mere nega- 
tive position as opposition, when He said: “He that is not with Me 
is against Me,” what would He say of those who join the enemy 
ranks and fight Him as well as His Heavenly Father? Out of 
sheer loyalty to Christ, the Church must remind her people that 
they cannot have citizenship in His Kingdom while at the same 
time they are active in the ranks of the enemies of God, fighting 
the Church and her Master.

The House committee, headed by 


Representative John Lesinski of 
Michigan, has not yet reported any 
Federal aid bill. The Thomas Bill 
was sent to it from the upper house 
the first week in May. A House 
subcommittee studied this measure 
and others and reported back to the 
full committee with an approval of 
the Barden Bill early in June. This 
bill aroused a storm of opposition 
from Catholics because of its rigid 
restriction of aid to public school 
children, and since then little pro- 
gress has been made toward en- 
actment of an aid law. 


A total of 218 signatures are 
needed on the discharge petition 
to get the Thomas Bill out of com- 
mittee. Asked what progress his 
petition has made, Mr. Sims refus- 


Catholic .school authorities 
have been vehement in opposition 
to the Thomas Bill, though this 
opposition was overshadowed 
somewhat by the dramatic pro- 
test of Catholics against the 
more obviously restrictive Bar- 
den Bill. The Thomas Bill at- 


tempts to dodge the public-paro- 
as school controversy by leav- 
ng the question to the States. 
This, in effect, rules out aid to 
nonpublic school children, since 
most State constitutions forbid 
such aid. 


Of all the school aid-bills sub- 


mitted in Congress this session, 
Catholic leaders ‘have expressed 
most preference for the Fogarty 
Bill, which would earmark ten per 
cent of its total grant for services 
to all children, and insure the dis- 
tribution of this aid in all States 
through the “withholding” formula 
of the National School Lunch Act. 


The Organization known as Pro- 
testants and Other Americans 
United for Separation of Church 
and State entered the Federal Aid 
picture with a denunciation of Re- 

resentative Sims’ efforts to get 
the Thomas Bill out of committee. 
This group, which it is said will 
accept nothing but the Barden Bill, 
regards the mas Bill as only 


pareeexteeny, the unit which fights 
ardest to keep parochial school 
children out of Federal aid and 
those who insist that they should 
be included have rejected the so- 
called “compromise” aspect of the 
Thomas Bill. 


Meanwhile, according to press 
dispatches, House Leaders have 
suggested that Catholic opposition 
to such measures as the Barden or 
Thomas bills would be lessened 
through the passage of a school 
health bill. Catholic spokesmen 
denied this, and pointed out that 
similar rumors of compromise were 
widely circulated when the health 
and education bills were passed by 
the Senate. They also asserted that 
it was “inconceivable that the Con- 
gress would ever approve a school 
health bill which failed to provide 
for the examination and treatment 
of all school children.”

Pay Tribute To 
Justice Murphy 


Funeral Services Are 
Held In Native 
Parish, Harbor Beach 


Detroit — (NC) — This motor 
metropolis, where the name Mur- 
phy for two score years has been 
the most potent password to public 
office, ‘ast its final tribute to the 
man whose personality and per- 
formances made the name magi- 


cal—Associate Justice Frank Mur- 
phy of the United States Supreme 
Court. 


Thousands of all faiths and of 
all walks of life filed through the 
main corridor of Detroit’s City 
Hall in silent gesture of farewell 
to the man whom their votes had 
helped to make successively City 
Judge, Mayor and Governor of 
Michigan. His achievements in 
those offices made him “timber” 
that the late President Franklin 
D. Roosevelt utilized to fill four 
major posts—Governor General 
and first High Commissioner of 
the Philippine Islands, Attorney 
General of the United States and 
finally Associate Justice of the 
Supreme Court. 


The closing scene of Justice 
Murphy’s colorful career was en- 
acted in Harbor Beach, the little 
lakeside vitage where he was born 
56 years ago. There in the little 
parish Church of Our Lady of Lake 
Huron, where Justice Murphy was 
baptized, the Rev. James J. Mar- 
vin chanted Solemn Requiem Mass 
and spoke the Church’s absolution 
for the dead. 


Deacon of the Mass was a cousin 
of the jurist, the Rev. Leo Butler, 

.» of Kingston, Jamaica. The 
subdeacon was the Rev. Frederick 
P. Gehring, C.M., of Philadelphia, 
famed chaplain of the Marines at 
Guadalcanal.

Coughlin, who first brought Mr. 
Murphy to the attention of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, had been asked to 
preach the sermon, but an unbreak- 
able previous commitment compell- 
ed him to’ decline.

It wasn’t an “A” picture 
then, and I was certain that it had 
not improved with age. As for 
“She,” my memory told me that 
no matter how it was cleaned up, it 
could not meet Legion of Decency 
standards. So I sent my sen to 
see Abbot and Costello in a film 
which definitely had an “A’”’ rating. 


Let’s Be Alert 


Right now movie goers, young 
and old, are faced with the prob- 
lem of re-issues, that is, old pic- 
tures which film producers are 
putting back on the market. And 
with these re-issues come the prob- 
lem of Legion of Decency ratings. 
Most of the old pictures are booked 
as fill-ins, and are often shown at 
neighborhood theatres before 
schools and churches have time 
to get proper ratings on them.

Most of the re-issues are being 
put on the market for some special 
reason. For example, there is a 
current picture called ‘Belle 
Starr’s Daughter.” There’s like- 
wise a re-issue entitled “Belle 
Starr.”

Both 
of these films are for adult audi- 
ences. 


Film Library 


In speaking of re-issues, I defi- 
nitely do not want to confuse the 
steady stream of old films now 
flooding the market, with that ex- 
cellent series of juvenile classics 
ealled “The.Childrens’ Film Li- 
brary.” Many cities are now hav- 
ing a weekly matinee for children 
and are showing one of these films 
such as “Alice in Wonderland,” 
“The Prince and the Pauper,” 
“Anna of Green Gables,” ‘Penrod 
and Sam” and other very whole- 
some films, most of which were 
made years ago. 


“The Childrens’ Film Library” 
is usually sponsored by a civic 
school or religious group. In our 
city, the Dubuque Youth Council, 
co-operating with other groups 
has made possible the showing of 
film classics every Saturday after- 
noon.

At 50 miles per hour, says Vis- 
ual Digest, the magazine of the 


American Optometric Association, 


a person sees 14% less than he 
does at 45 miles per hour.

We 
want God’s house to be beautiful. 
We are proud when it is an inspir- 
ation to praise and prayer. 


Then we proceed, quite thought- 
lessly and unintentionally, to spoil 
the effect of its beauty and even to 
diminish or destroy the beauty we 
helped achieve. For the average 
Catholic, like the avefage man in 
general, likes beauty that costs 
him no trouble. He can find a per- 
fect spot for a picnic and leave it 
looking like a dump; he can buy a 
new house and let it deteriorate 
to a shack; he can get a new desk 
and let cigarettes burn marks all 
over it. He can build a new church 
and then help to spoil its beauty. 

He is like the small boy who 
carves his schoo] desk until it is 
no longer fit to write upon. And, 
though he truly loves the beauty 
of God’s house, his thoughtlessness 
can help to make a wreck of it. Or 
at least of much of it; for the al- 


tar rail keeps the sanctuary fairly 
safe and limits his depredations to

the main body of the church build- 
ing. 


Care Of The Church 


Outside the sanctuary, the care 
of the church falls mostly if not 
entirely upon the sexton. This is 
the part of the church that is most 
frequented and most abused. Like 
keeping house, which it really is, 
there is a continuous round of 
sweeping, vacuuming, washing, 
scrubbing, dusting. And the task, 
especially in large churches, is 
never done. There is always dust 
and the grime of shoes. No sooner 
has he mopped up the tears of a 
funeral than the beadle, verger, 
custodian or whatever else the 
sexton may be called, has to sweep 
together the rice of a wedding. 

One foreign custom, happily de- 
cadent, was to shower candy, for- 
tunately the hard variety, upon 
the casket of an infant. A ready 
remedy for this was to call in 
the neighborhood urchins who 
made an inch by inch search for 
the scattered sweetmeats beneath 
the pews. But rice, confetti and 
such are not sufficiently enticing 
to admit of such easy solution.

have an adequate idea of what is true and false”— 
Benedict Spinoza. 


In the religious world there is confusion amounting 
almost to chaos because outside the Catholic Church there is 
no organization which even pretends to teach with authority, 
which claims to be sure of itself when it. distinguishes be- 
tween what is true and what is false. Every other Christian 
organization depends on the Bible for the decision, but the 
Bible does not interpret itself any more than the Constitution 
of the United States interprets itself. In fact the Bible could 
be a reliable teacher only on the assumption that it is 
authentic and genuine, and the world has only the Catholic 
Church’s word for that. The Bible is not one book, but a 
collection of many books written over a period of several hun- 
dred years, and the writer of one collection could not speak for 
all the others, whether written before or after his time. 

That the Bible is not uniformly interpreted by Christian 
organizations need no proof, because each one of them holds 
that it is what it is because it could not agree with the Bible 
interpretation of others. 

When Christ said: “You shall know the truth and the 
truth shall make you free,” He evidently intended to make 
it possible for every person to know the answer to Pilate's 
question “What is truth?” He did make such provision, and 
what that teaching is is clearly defined in General Councils 
of the early centuries, convened when would-be teachers spoke 
discordantly.

If it were to be argued that 
Catholics are a certain proportion 
of the population and ought to 
have a certain proportion of the 
seats on the Supreme Court, then 
the number of seats ought not to 
be one, but two.

Sees ‘Barbarous Racism In 
American Encouragement 
Of Birth Control In Japan 


Rome—(NC)—A student 


of international law has writ- 


ten a letter to the headquarters here of International Fides 


Service, in which he says that 


since the beginning of Ameri- 


can occupation propaganda for birth control has known no 
restraint. His letter follows in part: 

“Since the end of the war I have been alarmed at the 
serious problem of birth control and (population) limitation 
in Japan. Before the war the family traditions of this coun- 
try efficaciously. resisted a certain anti-conception propa- 
ganda, which, on the other hand, was not permitted to over- 
step some rigorously defined bounds. 


“But since the American occu-? 


pation (I am a friend of America 
and do not at all underestimate 
her merits in other fields) . this 
propaganda has known no re- 
straints; all means are used in the 
attempt to destroy the vitality 
of a people which, year after year, 
sees its population grow by about 
1,000,000 because of the enormous 
excess of birtlis over deaths. — 

“We know that a law authoriz- 
ing legal abortion for therapeutic 
and economic reasons has been 
passed and also that the Japanese 
Diet has recently approved the 
manufacture and sale to the public 
of contraceptives. 

“Who is it that bears the re- 
sponsibility for this propaganda 
and for these votes? That some 
Japanese accomplices have been 
found can hardly be doubted; 
wherever there are occupation 
forces one finds ‘collaborators.’ No 
matter who is responsible for these 
laws, our Christianity cannot tol- 
erate this barbarous manner of 


solving a problem, no matter how 


crucial it be. Confronted with the 
growth of the yellow race and, in 
particular, of the Japanese people 
who are deprived of every possi- 
bility of emigration, confronted 
with the fear of a competition, 
which will again, sooner or later, 
come into play in all fields and, in 
the perspective of an explosion on 
the part of this mass of people, 
recourse is had to a solution, an 
easy one. indeed, but not worthy 
of a civilized people: an attack at 
the source by favoring anti-con- 
ception practices or by. authorizing 
homicide on a large scale by abor- 
tion. 


“Tt is not by barbarism that the 
white race will be saved. Do the 
whites expect to eliminate the 
‘vellow peril’ by going against na- 
ture this way? This is racism 
which cannot be allowed to the 
super-civilized. To dry up the 
source of life? Nature will have 
her revenge sooner or later and 
her spirit will cause supertechnique 
to crumble. In the best hypothesis, 
granting that they were neither 
directly nor indirectly promoters, 
the Americans could and should 
have prevented such propaganda

Notre Dame, Ind.—Methods of 
fostering Catholic Action among 
students will be discussed. at the 
third annual Catholic Action In- 
stitute to be held Saturday and 
Sunday (July 30 and 31) at the 
University of Notre Dame. 


The Institute will feature a ser- 
ies of conferences and discussions 
on specialized Catholic Action. The 
Rev. Louis J. Putz, C.S.C., Assist- 
ant Professor of Religion and 
Catholic Action chaplain at Notre 
Dame, will serve as director of the 
Institute. 


The Rev. Bernard I. Mullahy, 
C.S.C., Assistant Head of the De- 
partment of Philosophy at Notre 
Dame, will open the Institute Sat- 
urday morning with an address on 
“Cutholic Action: The Answer to 
Secularism.” Also on the Saturday 
morning program will be a dis- 
cussion of “Catholic Action To- 
day” by Vincent Giese, of Chicago, 
Ill., Editor of Concord Magazine. 


Catholic Action workshops will 
feature the Saturday afternoon 
session of the Institute. “Young 
Christian Students in High School 
and College” will be discussed by 
Sister Ruth, S.F.P.A., of LaCrosse, 
Wis., Miss Patricia Groom, of the 
Young Christian Students’ general 
office in Chicago, and Vincent 
Giese. Miss Dorothy Dyer, Presi- 
dent of the girls Young Christian 
Workers in South Bend, and the 
Rev. Vincent Thilman, C.S.C., Pas- 
tor of St. Augustine Church in 
South Bend, will discuss the 
“Young Christian Worker Move- 
ment.” In the final Saturday work- 
shop, the Rev. Louis J. Putz, 
C.8.C., Professor of Religion at 
Notre Dame, and Frederick B. 
Govern, Professor of Speech, will 
speak on the “Christian Family 
Movement.” 

“Catholic Action and Liturgy” 
will be the topic Sunday morning

Milwaukee, Wis.—How’s this for 
a football score—6,607 to 3,897? 


That represents the respective 
totals of 56 Marquette university 
grid teams and their opponents in 
417 games since football was es- 
tablished at the local school in 
1892. No Hilltop team was fielded 
in 1899. 


A summer review of Marauette 
statistics shows that Blue and 
Gold teams have won 239 games, 
lost 148 and tied 30. 


Ninety-one different opponents 
have been faced. 


Marquette compiled undefeated 
records nine times—in 1895, 1901, 
1907, 1911, 1917, 1918, 1922, 1923 
and 1930. Six of those teams were 
tied, however, but the aggregations 
of 1895, 1907 and 1923 came 
through with perfect escutcheons. 
On the other hand, the Hilltop 
eleven of 1896 did not win a game. 
The highest scoring Marquette 
team was that of 1917 which 
amassed 348 points in winning 
eight games and tying one. The 
outfit of 1906 hit an all-time low 
by scoring only eight points. 
Defensively, the Hilltoppers ap- 
pear to have been at their best in 
1901 when their opponents failed 
to score and in 1922 when the 
enemy tallied only 3 points. Be- 
ginning late in 1921 and econtinu- 
ing until midway in the 1924 cam- 
paign, the Blue and Gold went 
through a 21l-game streak without 
meeting defeat. 


Marquette opponents enjoyed 
their biggest scoring year in 1947 
when they totalled 233 points in 
nine games while the Hilltoppers 
were accumulating 185.
